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ABSTRACT 


A gantry press adjustment apparatus for adjusung a verUcal 
orientaUon of a paraUel gantry press with respect to a work 
surface. The gantry press has a rigid frame with a first side 
frame portion and a second side frame portion. Each side 
frame portion has a first and a second gencraUy p^el 
vertical members. TTie first and the second side frame 
portions are spaced sufficiently apart to accept a press roller. 
The adjustment apparatus has a first and a second planar 
member which are adq)ted to receive and support the axle 
of theroUerpress.The planar members are sUdably mounted 
along a vertical axis of the frame portions. A first vwtical 
adjustment member is connected to the first side frame 
portion and to the first planar member. A second v«ucal 
adjustment member is connected to the second side fi^ 
portion and to the second planar member. A dnve is con- 
nected with each of the adjustment members to adjust each 
of member at a substantially equivalent rate and vertical 
spatial orientation such that the planar members maintain the 
press roUcr in a parallel orientaUon with respect to the work 
surface.
